Caliph’s Exile 
Seen as End of 
Turkish Harem

PARIS, March 6.—The banish- 
ment of the Caliphate from Tur- 
key means the end of harems, ac- 
cording to Ottoman circles in Par- 
is. Mustapha Kemal Pasha has 
long sought the abolition of polyg- 
amy but has ngt dared openly to 
demand it. A change in religious 
attitude following the Caliph’s ex- 
lle is expected soon to cause a re- 
nunciation of polygamy and legal 
measures againat the maintenance 
of a harem. 

Mustapha Kemal wife, who en. 
joys the freedom of an American 
woman, and is well known in po- 
litical and literary circles in Tur- 
key, is regarded as largely respon- 
sible for the expulsion of the Ca- 
Uph, as she has for long strug- 
gied for the emancipation of the 
Turkish women.

President Will Order nn of Rales Under Flexi- 
K* ble Provision of Present Law

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Increases in tariff rates on wheat, 
flour and wheat products will be ordered tomorrow by President Cool- 


ace. acting under authority of the 

Proclamations setting forth the 
pew rates on the basis of com- 
parative cost of production of 
wheat and the other products in 
Canada and the United States 
were drawn up today for the Pres- 
ident’s signature. Necessity of ref- 
ferring the documents to the Tar- 
ur Commission for checking of 
some of the production figures, 
however, delayed issuance of the 


proclamation. .” 

The new rates will become ef- 
fective thirty days from the date 
of issuance of the proclamation. 
The present duties are 30 cents a 
bushel’ on wheat, 78 cents a hun- 
dred pounds on flour and 15 per 


Fordney-McCumber Tariff Act. 
cent ad valorem on wheat products 
or mill feeds. 

The President under the flexible 
provision of the Tariff Act may 
proclaim increases amounting to 
60 per cent of the existing Wates. 
Such an increase applied to wheat, 
and it is generally believed the 
full increase will be ordered, would 
make the tariff on that grain 45 
cents a bushel. A eimilar increase 
applied to mill feeds would raise 
the rate 22% per cent ad valorem, 
The increase on flour is expected 
to be proportional, bringing the 
rate to $1.12 per 100 pounds. 

The action of the President will 
be the first taken under the flex- 
ible provisions since the present 
law was in September, 
1922.

TAX SLASH FOR 
1923 ASSURED 


Administration Chiefs Agree 
on Hasty Action 


Legislation Will be Pushed 
Through in Hurry 


Income-Levy Reduction Will 
be 25 Per Cent 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—<Ad- 
ministration feaders in Congress 
have decided to reduce income tax- 
es 25 per cent at once, regardless 
of the tax reduction bill which ts 
having hard sledding. 

Emergency action by resolution 
before the 15th inst., the last day 
for filing returns on 1923 incomes 
has been agreed to by House and 
Senate leaders. It will not then be 
necessary to rush action so fast 
on the general tax reduction bill 
and from a political standpoint, 
Republican leaders feel they wil! 
be in a good position with the 
country, no matter what happens 
to the tax bill. Freu if the Pres- 
ident should veto the bill and take 


jesue to the country, there 
wlll be immediate relief. This 
does not mean that taxpayers 


should delay making returns as 
usual. If the reduction is made a 
refund will be made by the gov- 
ernment. 

Republican leaders are confi-: 
dent that even the Democrats wil! 
not dare to vote against an emer- 
gency tax reduction. 


AGREEMENT REACHED 

The agreement for such a reso- 
lution was reached following con- 
ferences between Representative 
Green, Republican, iowa, chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and Senator Smoot, Re- 
publican, Utah, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. They 
decided that a 25 per cent re- 
duction resolution on 1923 incomes 
was fen dle and the Finance Com- 
mittee later favored the proposi- 
tion. 

The resolution must originate 
in the House. Representative Green 
plans to bring the matter up be- 
fore the House Ways and Means 
Committee at a meeting tomor- 
row. Emergency activn wil) be 
sought in the House under a sus- 
pension of the rules. Only about 
sixty members of the House voted 
against the proposition when it 
came up in connection with the 
tax bill and no difficulty is antici- 
pated in convection with a sepa- 
rate resolution. Sentiment in the 
Senate also is understood to be 
such that the resolution can be 
disposed of there without delay. 


MAY HINDER 

If the reduction on the taxes on 
last year’s income is provided for 
in this manner it may become 
more difficult to enact permanent 
tax legisiation at this session. Many 
of the supporters of the Mellon 
plan for some time have urged 
that the retroactive tax reduction 
be provided for separately and 
that the permanent tax bill be held 
up until next winter's session. By 
delaying action in the SBenaté on 
the permanent tax bill the. theory 
is that the tax bill will become an 
issue in the Presidential campaign. 
If the Republicans win after mak- 
ing the Mellon plan an issue, Con- 
gress would we expected to reduce 
surtaxes to the level of the Mel- 
lon program. 

In case Congress adjourns in 
June without finally disposing of 
the permanent tax bill the meas- 
ure will retain ite place on the 
calendar for action at the Decem- 
ber session. If no action is taken 
the bill will lose the position and 
the bill would have to be reintro 
duced in the following session. 


EXPECT JUNE PASSAGE 

Although many Mellon plan 
supporters would like to defer ac- 
tion on permanent legislation un- 
til after the election, the opin- 
lon of most of the leaders seems 
to be that the tax bill will be en- 
acted into law not later 
June. 

The Finance Committee at to- 
day's session went over estimates 
as to losses in revenue under the 
tax bill as passed by the House. 
Under the Treasury estimate the 
the House 


loses in revenue from 
bill would be $446,000,000. The 
estimated surplus for the fiscal 
year 1924 is $329,.000,000 and for 
the fiscal year 1925 $395,.000.000. 
The estimate of a loss of $446,- 
600,000 under the House bill is for 
the calendar year 1925. 

Although the estimated loss ap- 
pears to be only about $50,000,000 
in excess of the estimated surplus, 
Senator Smoot and other mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee 
seem to feel that the revenue law 
should raise sufficient money to 
provide a comfortable surplus and 
that on this basis the bill shayld 
be revised in such a way as to 
raise about $100,000,000 addi- 


tional. 
WAY IS SHOWN 

According to Treasury officials 
the Finance Committee can make 
sufficient revenue 
simply by restoring the normal 
and @urtax rates of the Mellon 
plan. 

The Finance Committee decided 


that no general bearings on tax 


legislation are necessary. 
tary of the Treasury Mellon will 
appear before the committee in 
executive seasion early next week. 

Secretary Melon will ur the 
restoration of the normal and 
surtax rates of the Mellon plan 
and also will seek the elimination 
of various House amendments 
such as the increased inheritance 
tax, the ‘gift tax and the provi- 
sion authorizing the House Ways 
and Means Committee or the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee to obtain 
access to the returns.

THE NEW YORK COMMERCIAL 


NEW YORK, March 6.—The fact 
that peas and corn have been 
closely sold up on futures has nat- 
urally stimulated interest in spot 
goods for shipment and both mar- 
kets are very firm and  assort- 
ments are difficult to obtain. To- 
matoes have been active on the 
spot. Asparagus has moved satis- 
factorily and shortages are noted in 
several lines. String beans, spin- 
ach, succotash and other lesser im- 
portant varieties are unchanged. 

Salmon continues té hold the 
center of interest with the cheaper 
grades dominating. There is a fair 
demand for pinks, medium reds 
and halves of various packs, while 
reds and Chinooks are of less in- 
terest because of high prices, 
Maine and California sardines 
have taken well during the early 
Lenten season.

Dr. Rice of Pomona Waives 
Hearing on Violation of 

‘Narcotic Law | 


Dr. Newton James Rice, prom- 
ment physician of Pomona, yester- 
day waived hearing before United 
States Commissioner Long, on & 
charge of violating the Harrison 
Narcotic Law. According to Fed- 
eral narcotic agents Dr. Rice has 
been dispensing morphine at the 
rate of more than 1000 grains a 
month, whereas, the agents say, 
physicians generally dispense not 
more than five or IK grains a 
month in legitimate practice. Rice 
was released under $5000 bond. 

The arrest of Dr. Rice took place 
after he te said to have sold fifty 
grains of morphine for $10 to an 
investigator for the government. 

V. H. De Spain and W. R. Wood, 
narcotic agents, said their atten- 
tion was first directed to Dr. Rice 
hen a man brought to them a 
| of “medicine” prescribed 
for hia wife; The husband said 
jhe had sent his wife to a hospital 
for treatment as apffarently she 
had become addicted to use of the 
| “medicine.” Analysis by the 
agents showed the woman had 
been taking morphine. 

It was learned at Dr. Rice of- 
fice. officers stated. that he had 
been using auto dus drivers in 
sending packages of morphine to 
Los Angeles. The agents also de- 
elared that recently the physician 
received a shipment of 600 grains 
of morphine from a wholesale drug 
concern in San Francisco. 

According to the narcotic agents. 
Dr. Rice has practiced in Pomona 
fourteen years and has been a 
reputable physician. A supply of 
1500 grains of morphine was found 
in his office when he was arrest- 
ed. the agents reported. 

Dr. Rice said yesterday that the 
charge involved a technical point 
in the narcotic laws. He aid his 
boks show the ameunt of narcotics 
that go through his hands and 
that these records are and always 
have been available to Federal 
agents and to any one interested.

Rare Ibsen Play 
Plays that are simply to be en- 
enjoyed, and those which are de- 
signed to stimulate thought gen- 
erally belong to entirely different 
classifications, and this is never so 
true as when the dramatic crea- 
tions of Henrik Ibsen are to be 
considered, This division can be 
especially \treased as pertains to 
such later writings of his as Jos 
Gabriel Borkman, which was pre- 
sented a few evenings ago by the 
Literary Theater. This play is 
one of several whose appeal is 
bound by its very elements to 
reach fully only those who have 
been students of the dramatist. 
“John Gabriel Borkman be- 
longs to the final group of Ibsen 
plays. These are the ultima Thule 
of his work. From “The Master 
Pullder” to “When W Awa- 
ken” they are the essence of 
intimate personal expression. In 
certain respecta, indeed, they might 
be compared to an autobiography, 
and as such are a marvelous rev- 
elgtion of the poetic and creative 
spirit of a man who has been the 
most potent influence 2— tech- 
Ar of the stage in hun- 


years. 
I am not an Ibsen worshipper. 
I have never made a fetish of his 
achievements. But I am conscious 
of the magical influence that he 
has wielded over other playwrights 
and the tremendous living wer 


years. 
Superficially considered, John 
Gabriel Borkman is a study of the 
destiny of financier. It has the 
fault of becoming sentimental at 
times. It is the story of the man 
who was born to be a commercial 
ruler of men, but who lost his 
power through a species of retri- 
bution for the mishandling of that 
power. 
You can bring to the more 
than one point of view. ou can 


can regard it simply as a study in 
the futility of misapplied power, 
or consider it as a study of the ar- 
tistic spirit as carried out in the 
theater—the conflict between com- 
mercialism and the purer forms of 
art. Thus considered, it offers also 
a stinging rebuke as applied by 
Ibsen do his own possibly more suc- 
cessful achievements commercially 
like “The Doll's House.” 

“Hedda Gabler,“ and  ~possibly 
“Ghosts.” There are veiled ironies 
incidentally, as there are in all the 
later Ibsen plays, for the genera- 
tion of playwrights who followed 
her and for extreme idealists. 

I would hardly say that the per- 
formance of the Litrerary Theater, 
which was given at the Ebel Club, 
was adequate as to the mystic 
qualities of the drama. It was 
tuned in far too conventional a key, 
and at times was amateurish. 
Still presentation of “John Ga- 
briel Borkman even under cir- 
cumstances not the most favor- 
able is to be relished because it is 
so rarely given. 

Fawne Williams assumed the

made Borkman interesting. He 
failed to endow him with the larger 


aspect.
